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“Land owners of the Terra Bella 
irrigation district will go to the 
polls Tuesday, July 18th, to vote 
on the district’s contraet with the 
bureau of reclamation to purchase 
water from the Friant-Kern canal 
of the Central Valleys project. Of- 
fices of the district, at the south- 
east corner of Terra Bella boule- 
vard and second streets, will be 
conyerted for the day into the 
polling place, and will remain op- 
en between the hours of 8 a. m. 
and 6 p. m. 

Bureau of reclamation officials 
and district directors have al- 
ready approved the contract which 
that the United States of 
ca will deliver to the dis- 
triet 10,000 acre feet of class 1 
water for a.period of 40 -years, 
commencing “March first of each 
year, at a rate not in excess of 
$3.50 per acre foot. The agree- 
ment provides that the district 
may at any time within the first 
15 years of the term, increase the 
amount of water required, how- 
ever any such increase may not 
total a delivery of more than 29,- 
000 acre feet except by agreement 
of the government. 

During the first five years of 
the contract, the district may re- 
quest ‘whatevér amount of class 1, 
and class 2 water they may de-

’ K. 1. Bebb-has a. double hotive 
for raising Shetland ponies at 
his ranch northwest of Porterville 
—the profit that is in the busi- 
ness and the entertainment that 
the ponies can provide for the 
many children who visit the Bebb 
ranch. 

Mr. Bebb has been raising Shet- 
lands for about 10 years and has 
sold individual animals for as 
much as $575. He states that 
price is now considerably below 
that figure, although, demand is 
still good, with some of his colts 
going for $50 to parents of small 
children. 


On the Bebb ranch at present 
are 14 Shetland mares, with eight 
colts, ranging in size from the 
little animal shown in picturés on 
this page to colts no larger than 
good-sized dogs. 

All of the mares are, of course 
small, compared to other types of 
horses, with Mr. Bebb’s fancy! 
six year old stud, “Buster,” being 
only 46 inches tall. 

Mr. Bebb is known throughout 
the southern valley area for his 
chariot races with his Shetlands 
and he has built up equipment for 
wagon rides and regular carni- 
val pony rides. On Sundays during 
cooler weather, he often has “a 
number of children at his ranch 
to look at and ride the ponies. 

The Shetland, according to Mr. 
Bebb, is easily broken and 
trained and becomes quite a pet 
when given to children. The colts 
at birth may weigh only about 25 
pounds, but, Mr. Bebb. states,

COMMITTEE WILL ADVISE ON 
COLLEGE AND FARM LOCATION 


Five citizens, possessing quali- 
fication of having either served 
on special advisory committees in 
the past, or having especial inter- 
est in the agricultural aspects of 
Porterville’s new college, have 
been named by. superintendent 
Charles W. Easterbrook and the 
board of trustees to aid in selec- 
tion of a suitable college and 
school farm site.

PLAGUES RURAL 
FIRE FORCES: 


To date the fire protection 
forces for rural areas in Tulare 
county have responded to °519 
fires whereby considerable prop- 
erty loss has occurred, along with 
a number acres of grass and grain 
which has been burned, according 
to William Pennington, state for- 
est ranger. 


Most of these fires have been 
caused by direct carelessness. of 
the public, whereby if proper pre- 
ventive measures had been taken, 
fire occurrence could have been 
held down to a minimum, Forty- 
two false alarms reported to date 
which includes communities that 
have alarm systems. Reports have 
been turned into the local fire 
station through careless acts of 
the public. 


Section 625a of the Penal Code 
states, “It is unlawful to inter- 
fere with fire-alarm apparatus; 
giving false alarms. Any person 
who willfully and maliciously 
tampers with, molests, injures, or 
breaks any public fire alarm ap- 
paratus, wire, or signal, or will- 
fully and maliciously sends, gives 
or sounds any false alarm of ‘fire, 
by means of any public fire alarm 
system or signal, is punishable by 
imprisonment in the county jail,

Car Shortage 
Delays Potatos 


Lou Kiassen, of G. L. Klassen 
and Sons, Terra Bella, announced 
this week that the railway car 
shortage has caused considerable 
delay in the completion of their 
spring potato operations. 

“Normally,” Mr. Klassen de- 
clared, “‘we are able to ship 18 to 
30 cars a day, however the car 
shortage has held us down to 
around five to seven cars a day 
recently.”’ Mr. Klassen stated that 
at the moment the government is 
conducting an investigation to 
discover the source of the difficul- 
ty.

The watermelon season is in 
full swing with thousands of the 
green-covered( red fruit being 
consumed in Tulare county daily. 

That’s a choice tidbit of an item 
for this column but nothing like 
the exciting report by the ‘‘Pacific 
Discovery” magazine for a dying 
glacier in the high Sierras of Tu- 
lare county. 

The glacier is the most southern 
known in the United States and 
is on the north side of Mt. Picker- 
ing, near Mt. Whitney. It is call- 
ed Howell glacier, after its dis- 
coverer, John Howell, curator of 
botany in the California Academy 
of Sciences. 


Dates of historical events in the 
county are sometimes not known 
and are carried as approximations. 
However, exactly on August 7, 
1870, James Wolverton, a hunter 
and trapper, made a notable dis- 
covery in Giant Forest. He came 
upon a tree of staggering size, lit- 
tle realizing it would become 
| world famous as the oldest living 
thing on earth. Since Wolverton 


had served as an officer under

For several years, the recom- 
mended control measure has been 
to sprinkle a continuous ring of 
paradichlorobenzene (P. D. B.) 
around the tree during late sum- 
mer and fall. From three-fourths 
to one ounce of the material per 
tree is the recommended dosage. 
This needs to be sprinkled around 
the tree in a continuous ring 
about two inches wide and some 
two to four inches for the base of 
the tree, 


Ground around the base of the 
tree is leveled before applying this 
fumigant, and the P.D.B. crys- 
tals should be covered with earth 
after the ring is completed. Dis- 
advantages of this method, declar- 
ed Mr. Ferris, are the labor in- 
volved and the possible damage 
|to the trees from the treatment. 
However, he points out, it remains 
ithe most effective treatment to 
date.

ing for insurance against future 
insect infestations,’’ declares Tu- 
lare county form advisor Ralph 
L. Worrell. “‘It is seldom pos- 
sible to predict in advance what 
kind of insects will occur in a 
particular field, and since most 
dust materials control only cer- 
tain insects, the dust the farmer 
applies ‘as insurance’ may not 
control the kind of bug which does 
show up.”’ 

Insects such as' the 
beetles, big-eyed bugs, damsel 
bugs, minute pirate bugs, and 
green lacewings, are the friends. 
of cotton farmers since they prey 
upon and destroy many of the 
harmful pests. If a farmer dusts. 
when unnecessary, he may do 
more harm than good by killing 
the beneficial insects, and paving 
the way for a quick invasion of 
red spidey, aphids, or cotton 
daubers. 

“Keep a close watch on your 
fields,’ advises Mr. Worrell, ‘‘and 
if an infestation of harmful in- 
sects does start to occur, control 
them, but don’t go tothe cost 
and effort of dusting if it’s not 
necessary.”

“Tm conclusion, T would like to 
quote something which remains 
in my mind, and seems fitting: for 
the occasion, ‘There is no joy that 
lies 80 deep as peace. No peace 
so deep as that by struggle won.’”’ 

George W. Piumleigh; publicity 
chairman for the Porterville Tax- 
payers’ association, said: 

-**We had the best of the argu- 
ment; they had the best of the 
votes. It is not a new thing in pol- 
itics to: see voters persuaded by 
influences other than reason. This 
is America, and the people rule. 
We bow to their decision. If they 
wished, and it seems they did, to 
kill off the only hospital they 
have, and probably ever will have 
for some years, theirs be the pow- 
er and the glory.
